Regulations for Handling of Explosives at the Port of JNPT, Uran. Navi Mumbai by 
the Indian Navy 

No, 02—The Central Government hereby makes the following regulations for the import/ 
export, transportation and handling of explosives at the Port of JNPT, Uran, Navi Mumbai 
by the Indian Navy. 

1. Responsibility for handling - All physical handling operation connected with 
explosives at the Port of JNPT shall, be done under the control and direction of the Rep 
of Chief General Manager, Naval Armament Depot, Mumbai (NAD, Mumbai). The Port 
Authorities and FOCINC WEST will ensure provision of facilities and other requirements 
as laid down in these regulations. Ships carrying break bulk explosives as well as ships 
carrying standard ISO containers containing explosives will be berthed at berth No CB 
01 (JNPCT) & CB 05 (NSICT) and the explosive consignment will be loaded directly, as 
far as possible into wagons / road vehicles authorized for carrying explosives under the 
supervision of personnel of Naval Armament Depot, Mumbai. The authorities

2. Definition - 


(i) 'Explosives ' include approved Service explosives and ammunition of ail 
types and all explosives in the authorized List of Explosives, issued from time to 
time, by the Chief Controller of Explosives, Government of India. 

(ii) 'Government Explosives' are the explosives which are the property of 
the Indian Defence Forces or being supplied against a contract on their behalf. 

(iii) 'Gross Weight of Explosives' means the weight of the explosives, 
incendiary, smoke or pyrotechnic substances together with the case, envelope or 
the contrivance in which they are contained and of any package thereof. 

(iv) 'Net Explosives Quantity ' is the total net weight of the explosive, 
incendiary smoke and/or pyrotechnic substances in a lot, batch or consignment 
of explosives. 
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(v) ‘Charge Weight Ratio ‘ is the percentage of the explosive, incendiary, 
smoke or pyrotechnic substances in a piece of ammunition or a package in 
relation to its gross weight. 

(vi) 'Quantity Distance' is a distance or distances; required to be observed in 
the location / berthing of a ship, barges, building or stack containing explosives 
from other ship, barges, buildings, roads and railways or public places that will 
ensure minimum practical risk to life and property should an explosion or fire 
occur involving the explosives. 

(vii) 'Quantity Distance Categories' All Service explosives are classified 
under four categories according to the nature and degree of hazard involved viz. 

(a) Category HD 1.1 : This division comprises ammunition and explosives 
which have mass explosion hazard. The major hazards of this division are blast, 
high velocity projections and other projections of relatively low velocity. The 
explosion results in severe structural damage, the severity and range being 
determined by the amount of high explosive involved. 

(b) Category HD 1.2 This division comprises ammunition and explosive 
which have a projection hazard but not a mass explosion hazard. This explosion 
results in items burning and exploding progressively, a few at a time. 

(c) Category HD 1.3 : This division comprises ammunition and explosive 
which have a mass fire hazard and either a minor blast hazard or a minor 
projection hazard or both, but not a mass explosion hazard. 

(d) Category HD 1.4 ; This division comprises ammunition and explosives 
which present no significant hazard. 

(viii) 'Service Headquarters' mean the IHQ / MOD (Army) in the case of 
Army, the IHQ / MOD (Navy) in the case of Navy, the IHQ / MOD (Air Force) in 
the case of Air Force and Directorate General of Ordnance Factories in the case 
of Ordnance Factories. 

(ix) “Shipping Category” - All explosives other than those of the safety 
Category / Class have been assigned a Shipping Category 'B' (HD 1.2 and HD 
1.3) or 'C' (HD 1.1) according to the nature and degree or risk involved as 
defined below 

Shipping Category B' (HP 1.2 and HD 1.3) 

Those explosives which have a fire or minor explosion risk but not the risk of mass 
explosion. 
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Shipping Category 'C'tHD 1-11 

Those explosives which have a mass explosion risk. 

Note : When these explosives belonging to Shipping Category 'B‘ marked with a 
double star are in the same vessel as explosive belonging to Shipping Category 'C' and 
are not separated from such explosives either by the boiler room and engine room of 
the vessel or by a hold of the vessel; they will be deemed to be Shipping Category 'C' 
explosives. 

3- Special instructions : As these regulations have been framed, following certain 
relaxations, it is of utmost importance that ail safety measures as listed in the same are 
strictly observed.

The VCTPL / Port Authorities and FOCINC, 
EAST will ensure provision of facilities and other requirements as laid down in these 
regulations. Ships carrying explosives will be berthed at container berth No. 1 & 2 of 
VPTA/CTPL and the explosives consignment will be loaded directly, as far as possible 
in to wagons / road vehicles authorized for carrying explosives under the supervision of 
the Naval Armament personnel. The authorities responsible for all activities related with 
explosive handling at VCTPL / VPT are detailed below: -

(i) Explosives' - 'include approved Service explosives and ammunition of all 
types and all explosives in the authorized list of explosives, issued from time to 
time, by the Chief Controller of Explosives, Government of India.

(vi) 'Quantity Distance 1 - is a distance or distance required to be observed in 
t e location / berthing of a ship, barge, building or stack containing explosives 
from other ships, barges, buildings, roads and railways or public places that will 
ensure minimum practical risk to life and property should an explosion or fire 
occur involving the explosives 
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(vii) ’Quantity Distance Categories’ - All service explosives are classified under 
four categories according to the nature and degree of hazard involved viz 

( a ) Category HD 1.1 ; This division comprises ammunition and 

explosives which have mass explosion hazard. The major hazards of this 
division are blast, high velocity projections and other projections of 

relatively low velocity. The explosion results in severe structural damage, 
the severity and range being determined by the amount of high explosives 
involved. 

(b) Category HD 1.2 : This division comprises ammunition and 

explosives which have a projection hazard but not a mass explosion 
hazard. The explosion results in items burning and exploding 
progressively, a few at a time. ' 

(c) Category HD f.3 : This division comprises ammunition and explosive 
which have a mass fire hazard and either a minor blast hazard or a minor 
projection hazard or both but not a mass explosion hazard.

(viii) 'Service Headquarters' - mean the IHQ / MOD (ARMY) in case of Army 
the IHQ / MOD (Navy) in the case of Navy, IHQ / MOD (Air Force) in case of Air 
Force and Directorate General of Ordnance Factories in the case of Ordnance 
Factories. 

(ix) 'Shipping Category' - All explosives other than those of the Safety 
Category / Class have been assigned a Shipping Category 'B r (HD 1.2 and HD 

1.3) or ’C' (HD 1.1) according to the nature and degree of risk involved as 
defined below: 


(a) . Shipping Category ’B’ fHD-1.2 and HD-1 3) -

(a) Fishing harbour which is at a distance of 427.3 m is to be considered as "Public
